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MYTHS 



Men have always enjoyed making myths about the origins of 
things. For instance, nearly every race or tribe of men has its myth 
about the origin of evil ; and before men became scientific these 
myths took the form of stories about particular people who had 
names and characters of their own. But now that we have 
become scientific we have changed all that. 

It is impossible for us to take this old kind of myth seriously, 
although wc assume that it was taken quite seriously in the past. We 
fruve therefore made a new kind of myth of our own about the origin 
M -things which is more in accordance with our own scientific spirit; 
Pbnd we expound it, not in short stories or poems, but in very long 
I books full of argument and evidence. And yet, in spite of this dif- 
ference of form, the new myths seem to be produced by just the 
|same impulse as the old ones. Primitive man saw evil everywhere 
"about him, and he asked himself how it began. In answer to this 
question he made a story about its beginning. The scientific investi- 
gator sees relgion or the drama equally prevalent, and asks himself 
how it began ; and in answer to his question he makes, not a story, 
bat a theory. 

But he usually assumes in his theory, just like primitive man in 
his story, that man in some remote past had some particular reason 
for worshipping or for making plays which docs not exist now. No 
one now would look for a particular reason for either of these activi- 
ties. Men make plays because they want to make them, just as they 
make love ; and they worship because they feel the need of worship. 
But in the remote past they began to make plays because they wish- 
ed to pay respect to the memory of a hero, or because they were 
very much interested in the fact that vegetation died down every 
•year and revived the next; and this fact also induced them to wor- 
ship. 

It may be that three or four thousand years hence, when, after 
a long intervening period of darkness, there is another age of en- 
lightenment, some one will produce a theory of the origin of pictures. 
Then no doubt there will be multitudes of pictures painted because 
people like pictures; but the theorist will, of course, find another 
.reason why they were first painted. In the remote past, he will say, 
fihere was a religious age in which men thought about nothing but 
religion. That was followed by a commercial age in which men 
thought about nothing but commerce, and every institution and ac- 
tivity had a commercial origin. 

i Then, for instance, a gold coin was called a sovereign, a con- 
scious acknowledgment of the universal supremacy of commerce. 
■This age was described by those who lived in it as the age of adver- 
tisement. For some thousands of years, how many is uncertain, 
Advertisement consisted merely of the recommendation of wares by 

■nted words which almost entirely covered all buildings. But at 
I period, not yet precisely ascertained, some one, probably a ven- 
fB of soap, introduced a crude representation of a piece of soap in- 
pin of his printed advertisements. The innovation must have 

-lied great interest and largely increased the sale of his soap. 

• Then, some generations later, under the stress of competition, 
Hher soap merchant produced a representation, no doubt very im- 
\Bect, of human beings washing themselves with his soap; and 
IB was the real beginning of pictorial art and also the explanation 
i^Bhe remarkable prevalence of the nude in the pictures of several 
«Hceeding centuries. But it was a long time before painters achiev- 
f*Bheir independence and ceased to be merely the servants of 
Hesmen. 

The first artist to do this is said to have been one Millais, who 
fwied so much fame by an advertisement of soap in his youth that 
} = j»en hired afterwards to paint pictures with no advertising pur- 
H: but this may be merely myth. At any rate certain artists, al- 
associated with the advertisement of certain wares, had also 

ijJB™ lt ' ons °t ,nelr own ' SU( "' 1 as - nc ta| l° rs ' a »d the dyers' painters, 
P«lrea Del Sarto and Tintoretto. It is unknown how long a per- 
h ■elapsed between them and the completely independent artists, 
■> as Michel-Angelo and Cimabue. But it appears that in the 
of the former there was no trace of their advertising origin 
'-Wat the nudity of his figures, while the latter freed his art even 
■ this last commercial convention. Indeed, it is probable that in 
■gr of Cimabue the advertising purpose of art was forgotten al- 
^Bher. 

M Now, if a theory of this sort were presented to us about the 
«M our own time we should be surprised, not so much at its er- 
Hff detail as at the notion that any theory should be needed at 
■We make pictures as the palaeolithic men made them, because 
Ike them. And this liking for pictures always has existed and 
■ will exist. There is a perpetual impulse to produce pictures 
Is not started by any particular pretext, but exists in the na- 
Irian, and if our memory of the past could suddenly be 
Ht of our minds we should begin to make pictures again 
mey have been made in the past. We cannot explain why 
Bhis impulse to make pictures, but wc know enough about 
■ to be sure that any explanation which finds some accident- 
Bternal cause for it is absurd. But when we come to con- 
■nitfve man we do not judge him by what we know of our- 
ttit by theories which learned men make for us. In fact, we 
Mist like primitive man himself, and our theories are pro- 
Mf the same impulse as his myths — by the desire to find a 
ftoint which never existed. Wc shall not be really différent 
m.t\ we learn to put our own myths into our books about 
■ mythology.

A REPLY TO CATHOLICUS 

Continued from page 2 

I. When Pythayoras had demon- 
strated tho superiority of the hello- 
centric system over the georentlc sys- 
tem, tho matter languished, the 
Church upholding the latter th.-orv, 
until Copernicus added further dè- 
moustratlon to the work of Pythagoras, 
Thereupon, to quote from Tyndall, a 
man of unimpeachable veracitv i,nd 
fair-mindedness, tho Church. In the 
exercise of her right to determine 
what true science is, in the Pontitlcate 
of Paul V. stepped In and, by the 
mouth of the Holy Congregation of the 
Inden delivered, on March 6th. 1 GIG. 
the following decree: — 

"And whereas it hath also nine 
to the knowledge of tho said Holv Con- 
gregation that the false Pythagorean 
doctrine of the mobility of tho earth, 
and the immobility of lite sun, entirely 
opposed to Holy Writ (which (doctrine) 
Is taught by Nicolas Copernicus, i« 
now published a broad and received by 
many. In order thut this opinion may 
not further spread to the dumugc of 
Catholic truth, It is ordered that this 
book, and all other books teaching the 
like doctrine, be suspended, and that 
by this decree they are all respectively 
suspended, rorbidden anil condemned." 

"The most applauded dogmatist antl 
• li.iinplc.il of the Jesuits is, 1 am in- 
formed, Penone. Ills nations of Phy- 
sical Astronomy are virtually tho^e of 
H5t), Ha teaches boldly that "God 
does not rulo by universal law . 
that when God commands a planet 
to stand still He dues not detract from 
any law passed by Himself, but or- 
ders that that planet move around 
t!ie sun for such and sneh a time, then 
to stand still, and then again to move 
as his pleasure may be." Ibid. 

Furthermore, might I cite an extract 
from a letter from the Bishop of Mont- 
peller to the Deans and Professors of 
tho Faculties of Mont poller on ac- 
count of a course of lectures given by 
one of the latter, who waa accused of 
preaching materialism. 

TRANSLATION, 

As Pope Leo X. defined it, at the 
Fifth Eucumcnical Council of Latin. 
"The limn cannot be contrary to It- 
self; therefore any assertion which is 
contrary to a truth of revealed faith 
is necessarily and absolutely false. It 
follows from this, that, without en- 
tering Into the scientific examination 
of such and such questions of physio- 
logy, but by the certainty alone of our 
dogmas we can Judge of the nature of 
such and such hypotheses, which are 
antl-Chrlsllan wur-machlnes. rather 
than a serious conquest of the secrets 
and mysteries of nature. 

"It la a dogma that man was form- 
ed by the hands of God. It Is therefore 
false, heretical, contrary to the Ilgnlly 
of the Creator and offensive tow.iril 
his handiwork, to say that man con- 
stitutes thn seventh race of the mon- 
keys, It is heresy again to say that 
the human race did not descend from 
a single couple, and that as many as 
twelve distinct races of men can be 
classified." 

I might add that the particular .1 icu- 
ments emanating from the ultra -mon- 
tane centre that I had In mind were 
tho famous encythloa and syllabus of 
Plux IX., 1864. which (to quote Haeckel, 
were a. "declaration of war on mod- 
em science; they demanded the blind 
submission of reason to the dogmas of 
the Infallible Pope. . . . The. sub- 
sequent promulgation of Papal infalli- 
bility was in 18 70. . . . To piole 
again: 

(1) In December, I Sit. the Pope 
(Plus IX.l, promulgated the doe'rino 
of the Immaculate conception of Mary. 
(8) In December, 1 864. the Pope, / nb 
llshed In his famous cncyelica .in i.b 
solute condemnation of the whole of 
modern civilisation and culture. 

(21 In the syllabus that accompan- 
ied It he enumerated and anathema- 
tized all tho rational theses and philo- 
sophic principles which aro regarded 
by modem science ns lucid truths. 

(31 Finally, six years later, or Julv 
13. 1870, the militant heed or the 
Church crowned his folly by claiming 
Infallibility for himself and all his pre- 
decessors In the papal chair." Ibid. 

In these remarks, I do not state thai 
1 encourage the use of such ferma 
"crowning his folly," but I deemed It 
hotter to quote verbatim, that I, S I 
least, may be free from the accusa- 
tion of altering evidence. 

My esteemed frien dalso makes cer- 
tain requests as to my conception of 
sclentlllc. methods. To him I should 
say that in Science there are two gen- 
eral methods. Deductive and Induc- 
tive. Deductive consists in arranging 
and classifying undeniable facts until 
the generalization. If any, connecting 
them Is clear. Induction consists !n 
formulating hypotheses, deducing re- 
sults, and comparing them with the 
observed facts. This last method is 
greatly used in all but the most ele- 
mentary mathematics. 

Neither thn facts nor the theories ran 
lie absolutely Identified with Rsallty, 
for since we can only observe the 
facts and not the reality, we can only 
conjecture as to Its nature, but w.en 
a theory Is tested for long periods, and 
Is found to be In general satisfactory. 
It Is considered legitimate, by minv 
philosophers and most mathematic- 
ians, to assume that the theory, If not 
the truth, is, at any rate, s first ap- 
proximation to the truth, nnd that cer- 
tain Inconsistencies are either due to 
imperfect observation of the facts or 
to the existence of a slightly more com- 
prehensive generalisation. 

I fear that owing to limitations of 
space and time, I must close this re- 
ply, but I both can and will, rep'y to 
the remaining charges of my opponent.
